The SEC has endorsed a “wait and see’ policy with cont 
to McGill’s membership in external organizations such as the 
Canadian University Service (CUS) and the Union Générale des 


Etudiants du Québec (UGEQ), 


Council last night accepted a 
report recommending that McGill 
retain her CUS membership for 
this year, © 


Major reasons for the decision 


were that CUS has set the mem- 


bership fee at 60 cents per stu- 
dent for this year, largely be- 
cause McGill pressed for this 


_ figure at the annual CUS con- 


ference in September, McGill has 
also accepted two mandates-Expo 
*67 and an investigation of mea- 
sures against hate literature — 
from CUS, 


“However, unless CUS in fu- 
ture modifies its positions to con- 
form to McGill's principles and 
needs, it will force McGill to 
withdraw,” the report said. 

In connection with UGEQ, 
Council voted to maintain an act- 


‘ive interest in the organization's 
activities and undertakings, but

Students around the Union who 
were present while we searched 
the campus finally shrugged off 
their apathy and left the cafete- 
ria to come and donate. But there 
were thousands on campus who 
were completely oblivious to the 
emergency, After all, it was not 
in the immediate family. 


McGill students and graduates 
came through with 580 pints of 
blood yesterday, considerably : be- 
low quota. 


This afternoon on lower cam- 
pus at 12 o'clock a football game 


raising campaigns McGill was 
beginning to slip behind. A com- 
mittee composed of Saeed Mirza 
and Bruce Cleven was appointed 


by council to direct the WUS 
problem at McGill. 


A committee was appointed 
to investigate alleged reports of 
the spreading of Anti-Semitic 
literature by the Arab Student 
Society at McGill.

It logically follows, then, that a start in 
the right direction must include the recruit- 
ment of many more university graduates 
to serve in the field of education — primarily 
as teachers. But they must be University 
graduates — people whotare familiar with 
the formal structure of our education system 
from bottom to top. And therein lies the 
problem. 


In Quebec today, there- exists a system 
which actually discourages university gradu- 


ates from becoming teachers. High school 


graduates, after taking a course in educa- 
tion methods, the history of education, and 


one or two other subjects, are considered . 


ready to be employed as teachers in any 
elementary grade from kindergarten to 


grade six. Undoubtedly, there are those who, | 


through an instinctive ability to communicate 
to children, make very fine teachers, But 
it is also true that there are many incapable 


of doing little more than following ‘the 


prescribed syllabus for any particular grade.. 


As no less a scholar than Dr. Wilder 
Penfield has: pointed. out, the young child's 
capacity. for.absorbing information is almost 
limitless.- If this is so, as it is generally 
believed, then the elementary schools should 
be supplied with teachers with sufficient 
depth of knowledge to satisfy even the most 
precocious mind. That is, elementary teachers 
should be graduates of a university and not 
one year out of high school. 


This proposition would undoubtedly im- 
prove the overall level of education, en- 
abling successive school years to present 
more advanced information to the well- 
trained’ student — but only if the entire 
curriculum in the public schools is revamped. 
This has been happening to some degree 
in the United States, but has yet to reach 
Canada and Quebec. 


These are the steps that should be taken 
— steps that must be initiated by profes- 
sional educators.: People with one year’s 
education in excess of high school should 
not be teaching school; the elementary 
curriculum should be made more of a 
challenge to the capable minds of young 
students; the salaries should be increased 
to encourage graduates to become teachers. 


These suggestions obviously comprise a 
lot of wishful thinking, but it is possible 
that they-could be instituted with the assist- 
ance of our own educators — the professors 


of our universities. We await a word from 
these people as a mark of their concern — 
not only with the problems facing the 
University, but those that are a prerequisite

QUEBEC (CUP) — A Uni- 


versity of Ottawa student on 


October 20 denied charges 
in court {hot he shouted 
“gestapo” jat police during 


the royal visit October 10, 
Denis Boyer, a 20-year-old 


photographer with The Fulcrum, - 


student newspaper at the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa, testified in 
Quebec municipal court that he 
had remained silent until police 
knocked his camera from his 
hands and he was arrested. 

He told reporters he was try- 
ing to get a picture of Montreal 
and separatist Reggie 
Chartrand fighting with three 


‘helmeted police when a police- 


man threw his camera to the 
ground, ; 

“I shouted ‘My camera’ and the 
next thing I knew I was in a 
policeman's Jap in the back seat 


-of a police car, I looked down 


and saw Reggie Chartrand lying 
face down on the floor with three 
pairs of legs holding him.” 

Boyer was released from jail 
twenty-four hours later on $25 
bail.

LONDON (CUP) — Rowdy 
bdhavior and the use of foul 
and aëuy-ive language have 
moved the Students’ Council of 
the University of Western On- 
tario to declare an all-out of- 


_fensive against students drink- 


ing at university football 
games, 


In a statement issued 
the council said it has 
instructed the chief of student 


police and members of-his staff - 


to refuse to admit to football 
game; students carrying : beer, 
liquor, wine, or any other alco- 


‘holic beverage. 


According to the statement, 
bottles were dropped through 


the seats on. unsuspecting fans 


below during an October 3 foot- 
in London. 
were thrown at and spilled on 


spectators, Abusive language was 
common throughout the student 
section in the stands and a ge- 
neral lack of self-restraint was 


.exhibited by a great many mem- 


bers of the student body.

The council said drunkenness, 
swearing and general rowdyism 
cannot and will not be tolerated. 


In the future, student police 
will stop students carrying bulg- 
ing paper bags, brief cases, or 
purses into games. If the stu- 
dent refuses to reveal the con- 
tents of the bag, case, or purse, 
admission to the game will be 
refused, 


Students caught with an al- 
coholic beverage will be asked 
to dispose ‘of it before being ad- 
mitted to the stands. Students 
caught. drinking in the stands 
will be arrested by city police 
and charged under the provin- 
cial liquor regulations. 


The council said city police 
can and will conduct ‘personal 
searches if suspicion is aroused. 


The crackdown on drinking at 
football games was pushed 
through council .by Ron Gun- 
ning, Commissioner of Justice, 
who dispelled opposition. to the 
move .by insisting that “two and 
a half hours isn’t much to, ask 
of a student's drinking. day!”
